have Sled an injunction Suit in tha 
United States District Court, asking 
that tho city officials bo restrained 
from en r,i rein (■ the segregation ordin- 
ances. St. Louis haa never had a 
more important -issue to anatain than, 
segregation. Tho 3 to 1 victory at tha 
poll*, however, haa stirred up tha op- 
poaitiom-to saeh a high pitch, that they 
are' makric evaty poaaifaui pri-caratum 
to have thia success, annulled. 'Ton 
probably have ootid tho special array 
of legal talent opposed to ue. Just 
think — the Negroes arc being repre- 
sented in this injunction suit by eight 
prominent white attorneys, who will 
try all In their power to rob St. Lonia 
and you of thia hard earned segrega- 
tion vietory. 

What are we to dof Sit still with 
elaaped hands and aee oar victory van- 
ish! Poaitively and emphatically 
"NO." The average successful law- 
yer haa very little Federal or United 
States Court practice and even ten 
knowledge and practice en points of 
constitutionality, therefore, if waa very 
essential that apecialiata on constitu- 
tional law be tmployad to present oar 
aide of tha ease. Hers Is what we have 
done. Employ o d^Honorable Sherman 
Steele, professor of eonstitotional law 
at St. Louis University and Attorney 
Chilton Atkinson, and other prominent 
attorneys, to act as associate counsel- 
lors in thia injunction proceeding, 
which will be hoard in the United 
States District Court on March 2S, 191% 
by Judge Dyer.

TEXAS COURT/ 
KNOCKS OUT 
SEGREGATION 

Austin, Tei., March 25.— The Tens 
Supreras Court in tho esse of Freak A. 
Bpence vs. V. H. Fenehler, on appeal 
from El Paso County, held that the 
cities of Texas have no authority to 
establish districts of segregation. 

ICasy lawyers out™ J that in effect 
the decision denies the right of vat. 
io.is municipalities, to enact (egrege- 
tion ordinances aimed against the Ne- 
gro. Many of the cities have adopted 
charters under tho State "nemo rule" 
act and some hsve contended that, they 
have the right to paaa any hind of or- 
dinance they please. This; the Supreme 
Court denies. 

The decision is of particular im- 
portance because Dallas. Terns is to 
vote on a aegregation ordinance on 
April i.
